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AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CHARTER. 


AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  THE  CITY  OF  BELLEVILLE. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  represented 
in  the  General  Jlsiembly  :  That  the  city  of  Belleville  shall  have  power  within 
the  jurisdiction  uf  said  city,  hy  ordinance,  to  license,  tax,  regulate  and  suppress, 
Bagatelle  or  Jenny  Lind  Tables,  or  any  other  similar  tables. 

Sec.  2.  To  regulate  and  prescribe  the  erection  of  buildings,  regulating  the 
thickness  of  walls  of  houses  and  the  building  of  fire  walls  ;  also,  to  regulate  and 
prescribe  the  3peed  of  locomotives  and  railroad  trains  within  the  limits  of  the 
city,  and  prescribe  and  regulate  the  mode  of  crossing  streets  by  locomotives  and 
railroad  trains. 

Sec.  3.  The  County  Court  of  St.  Clair  county  may,  at  its  discretion,  appro- 
priate a  reasonable  share  of  the  public  revenue  collected  for  county  purposes, 
for  the  improvement  of  roads,  streets  and  bridges  in  the  city  of  Belleville,  and 
leading  to  said  city. 

Sec.  4.  The  term  of  office  of  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Belleville  shall  be  two 
years,  from  and  after  the  next  general  election  ;  and  he  shall  hold  his  office  for 
two  years,  and  until  the  election  or  appointment,  and  qualification  of  his  successor. 

Sec.  5.  The  salary  of  the  Mayor  of  said  city  shall  not  be  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  no  Alderman  shall  receive  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum  for  any  services  rendered  by  him  as  a  member  of  the 
City  Council. 

Sec.  6.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect  annually 
taxes,  not  exceeding  seven  mills  to  the  dollar,  on  all  assessed  value  of  real  and 
personal  estate  and  property  within  the  city,  and  all  personal  property'of  the  in- 
habitants thereof,  made  taxable  by  the  laws  of  the  State  for  State  purposes,  to 
defray  the  general  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  city,  not  herein  otherwise 
provided  for,  which  taxes  shall  constitute  a  general  fund  ;  also,  to  levy  and  col- 
lect a  special  tax  on  all  property  described  above,  of  not  exceeding  three  mills  on 
the  dollar,  which  three  mills  shall  constitute  a  sinking  fund  to  be  wholly  applied 
in  the  payment  of  the  bonds  of  the  city  due,  or  maturing,  and  for  no  other,  pur- 
pose whatever ;  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  BellevillS  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  faithful  disbursement  of  such  special  fund  for  the  purposes  herein- 
before mentioned. 

Sec.  7.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and 
impowered,  to  issue  bonds  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  doU 
jars,  drawing  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  proceeds  of 
such  bonds  may  ba   subscribed  by  the  city  of  Btjlleville  as  stock  in  any  hydraulic 
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or  water  works  which  may  hereafter  be  constructed,  or  loan  said  bonds  into  any 
hydraulic  or  water  works  company. 

All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  relating  and  incorporating  said  city,  or  any  amend- 
ments thereto,  conflicting  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed.  Provided:  That  before 
any  such  bonds  are  issued,  the  question  shall  be  submitted  by  the  City  Council 
unto  the  people  of  said  city,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  voters  voting  thereon  shall 
vote  against  the  issuing  of  such  bonds,  then  and  in  that  case  such  bonds  shall  not 
be  issued.

ORDINANCE    NO.  207. 

Ordinanco  Relating  to  Weighmaster's  Fees. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Belleville  :  That  the 
Weighmaster  shall  receive  ten  cents  for  each  load  weighed  by  hiin.  All  ordi- 
nances conflicliug  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.       [Adoj)ted  August  Ut,  1864.] 

ORDINANCE  NO.  269.  ,  ^i,,;:, 

Ordinance    Relating  to   the   Fees  of  Licensed  Teamsters' iii 
'the  City  of  Belleville. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Belleville  :  All  hacks,  car- 
riages, omnibuses,  wagons  and  carts,  which  have  obtained  a  city  license  according 
to  ordinance,  shall  be  allowed  the  following  rates  for  hauling  wiihin  the  city 
lunils  : 

1.  For  each  and  every  passenger  carried  to  or  from  the  railroad  depot,  to 
any  part  of  the  city,  the  sum  of  twenty  cents. 

2.  For  each  two-horse  wagon  laad  of  good?,  wares  or  merchandize,  to  or 
from  the  railroad  depot  to  any  pan  of  the  city,  or  from  any  point  in  the  city  td 
any  other  place  within    the    city   hmits,   the  snm   of  fifty  cents. 

3.  For  each  and  every  one-horse  wagon  load  of  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dize, to  or  from  the  railroad  depot  to  any  part  of  the  city,  or  from  any  point 
in  the  city  to  any  other  place  within  the  city  limits,  the  sum  of  thirty-five  cents.

ORDINANCE  NO.  309. 

Ordinance  to  Amend  Ordinance  No.  209. 

Bt>  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  ihe  City  of  Belleville  :  That  Ordinance 
No,  *J69  be  anjended  by  cbangin^-  the  rale  for  carrying  passengers  from  20  to  25 
cen'!>.     [Adopted  April  13,    lsG6.] 
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ORDINANCE  NO.  2S0. 

Ordinance    Relating   to    the  Carrying  of  Concealed  Weapons. 

Be  it  ordained  by  ihe  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Belleville  : 

1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  carry  concealed  weapons  on  or 
aboui  his  or  her  body,  such  as  pistol,  colt,  slung-shot,  cross-knuckles,  brass 
knuckles,  bowie  knife,  dirk,  or  any  dangerous  weapon  whatever,  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  of  Belleville. 

2.  Whoever  violates  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  pay  a  fine  to  the  city  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

3.  This  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  render  it  unlawful  for 
United  States,  State,  County  or  City  officers,  to  carry  such  weapons  when  in  act 
of  duty.     [Adopted  April  3,  1866.] 

ORDINANCE  NO.  289. 

Ordinance  to  Amend  Ordinance  No.  15. 

Be  it  ordained    by    the   City  Council  of  the  City  of  Belleville,  as  follows: 

1.  That  in  addition  to  the  fees  already  allowed  to  the  City  Marshal  of  the  city 
of  Belleville,  under  Ordinance  No.  15,  he  be  allowed  the  fee  of  twenty  five 
cents  for  each  and  every  dog  which  he  or  his  deputies  or  agents  may  catch,  which 
may  be  found  runniog  at  large  within  the  city  of  Belleville  without  being  prop- 
erly collared,  and  on  which  the  tax  has  not  been  paid. 

2.  The  City  Marshal  shall  confine  in  a  pound  all  dogs  so 
caught  ;  and  all  dogs  so  caught  and  confined  shall  be  slain  by  the  City 
Marshal  or  his  deputies  or  agents,  within  not  less  than  three  days  from  the 
catching  of  the  same  :  provided,  however,  that  the  owner  of  such  dog  may  re- 
claim the  same  by  paying  to  the  City  Marshal  all  taxes,  costs  and  expenses  in- 
curred in  catching  and  impounding  the  same.     [Adopted  August  7,  1S65,] 

ORDINANCE  NO.  307. 

Ordinance  Relating  to  Police  Magistrates. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Belleville: 

1.  That  the  Police  Magistrates  shall  hereafter  make  quarterly  reports  to 
the  City  Council  at  the  stated  meetings  (first  Mondays)  in  January,  April,  July 
and  October,  and  that  their  reports  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  receipt  of  the  City 
Treasurer  of  the  amount  paid  to  him  by  such  magistrate  for  the  fines  and  penal- 
ties reported  as  collected  during  the  past  quarter. 

2.  If  any  magistrate  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  report,  or  shall 
fail  to  pay  over  the  amounts  collected  by  him  for  the  city,  in  the  manner  above 
required,  the  City  Attorney  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days,  bring  suit  upon 
the  official  bond  of  such  magistrate  for  the  amount  due  to  the  city. 

3.  That  the  Police  Magistrates  shall  keep  special  and  separate  dockets  for 
all  the  cases  arising  under  the  city  ordinances,  said  dockets  to  be  delivered  by 
them  to  their  successors  in  office.     [Appro/ed  April  18,  1866.] 

ORDINANCE  NO.  312. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Belleville:  That  Ordinance 
No.  40,  relating  to  slaughter  houses  and  pens,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed.— 
[Adopted  May  7,  1866.]
